WOMAN FILES DIVORCE SUIT, 
GETS DECREE IN 15 MINUTES 


Mrs. Marie Z. Scott's Petition Is 
Heard Promptly by Clay- 
ton Court. 

A 15-minute divorce proceeding 
freed Mrs. Marie Z. Scott from her 
husband, George FE. Scott, pur- 
chasing agent of the Missouri-Kan- 
sas-Texas Railroad, at Clayton to- 
day. 

Mrs. Scott’s divorce petition was 
filed at 10:50 in the Circuit Clerk’s 
office, and at 11:05 the decree was 
handed down by Judge Wurdeman. 
The husband's entry of appearance 
was filed with the petition, and the 
time which intervened was only 
that required to stamp and record 
the petition, and convey it to the 
courtroom, counsel having learned 
previously that the Court was ready 
to hear it. The testimony was 
brief, and was a restatement of the 
formal allegations. 

These allegations were that Scott 
had a “violent, ungovernable. cross 
and quarrelsome nature, disposition 
and temper, and was indifferent. 
scornful and contemptudus” to- 
ward his wife. He would slam the 
door and leave the house without 
saying good-by, it was charged 
They were married Oct. 9, 1913. 
and separated last April. Their 
address was given as 6300 South 
Rosebury drive, Clayton.

His education included both. mil- 
itary and diplomatic fields. He 
is a major of infan’ry tn the Japa- 
nese army and a lieutenant com- 
mander in the navy. Since 1919 
he has occupled a seat in the Im- 
perial Diet.
